priates $160,610 42 and Suddenly 
Disappears—The Bank’s Capital and 
Surplus Not Seriously Affected. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, June 2.—Casbier J. T. Baldwin of the 
bank of the Manhattan Company, No. 40 Wall 
street, handed to Manager Camp, of the New York 
Clearing House, just before 10 o'clock last night, 
the following notification: | 

“New York, June 2, 188. W. A. Camp, esq., 
Manager New York Clearing House. Dear 8 
The paying teller of the Manhattan Bank not ap- 
pearing at his desk this morning, and sending no 
word accounting for his absence, the directors 
were immediately summoned together, and after 
making a therough examination of the entire cash 
of the bank found a deficit of $160,610 42. 
This statement is made that the 
public may be accurately informed 
of the exact amount of the defalcation. The cap- 
italof the bank is $2,050,000, and the unimpaired 
surplus, after deducting the above loss, $925,000. 
Very truly, [Signed] D. O. Hayes, President.” 

This was the first intimation that any one outside 


of the officers and directors had of the defalcation. 
The defaulting: teller is Richard 8. Scott. Mr. 
DeWitt C. Hayes, president of the company, was 
seen at his residence, No. 15 E. Eighty-third street, 
ata 1:30 o'clock last night, by your correspondent. 
He would only say that Mr. Scott, 
whose first name or residence he did not remem- 
ber, did not appear at the bank yesterday, nor did 
he send a message explaining his absence, A 
messenger was sent to his residence by officers of 
the bank, but neither Scott nor his wife were at 
home. Mrs. Scott was finaily found at the resi- 
dence of her sister-in-law. When informed that 
her husband had not been at the bank 

SHE EXPRESSED SURPRISE, 
and when asked if she knew where he was, said 
that she did not, that she had supposed 
he was at his business as usual. 

“When this was reported to the officers of the 
bank,” Mr. Hays said, their suspicions Were at 
once aroused, and a meeting of directors was called. 
The books of each clerk were examined and the 
cash counted. and the deficit of $16,610 was discov- 
ered. This discovery was not arrived at until after 
10 o'clock last night, and the directors resolved to 
make it public at once.” 

By what method did Scott accomplish his defal- 
cation?’ Mr. Hays was asked. 

“At the first examination we could find no 
false entries in his books, but after we had counted 
the gold we ascertained he had charged us with 
just as much more gold as is the amount of the 
defalcation. By this, of course, the ks were 
made to balance exactly. When the examination 
was made the amount of his peculation was easily 
established. }

A Terrible Colliery Disaster at Dur- 
ham, England. 5 


Three Hundred and Fifty Men Im- 
prisoned ina Burning Mine—Twen- 
ty-Two Men and Boys Killed Outright 
—Resoue of Some of the Mere 
Melton Wins the Derby—Foreign 
News. : 


IMPRISONED IN A BURNING MIZE. 

Lowpow, June 8.—A dispatch received here this 
afternoon from Durham, says that fire broke out 
in the Philada Oolliery, situated near that city, at 
noon to-day. Three hundred miners are in the pit 
and all attempis so far tosubdue the flames 
or render assistance to the imprisoned men have 
failed. Great excitement exists, and it ts feared 
Wat the majority of the entombed men will perish. 
A large force of men are at work at the colliery, 
trying to rescue them. 

INTENSE EXCITEMENT. 

8 f. u. A Durham dispatch just received states 
that the colliery on fire is te property of the Earl 
of Durham, and is known as the “Margaret Pit.“ 
It is now feared that all the men and boss withis 
the pit will be lost. Their number is placed at 359. 
The excitement in the neighborhood of thé burning 
colliery increases momentarily. The relatives of 
the imperiiled miners crowd around the mouth of 
the pit weeping and wailing in the most heart-rend- 
ing manner. 

5 P. u. A later dispatch says: All but tweaty- 
two of the miners have since been rescured, and 
those missing are supposed to have besn killed. 
The fire was caused by an explosion of fire-damp. 

HOW rar ACCIDENT OCCURRED, 

5 O’cLock.— Another dispatch from Durham states 
that the fire in the co.liery near that place oceur” 
red in the top team of the “Margaret Pike“ (the 
vunpeggy pit. as it is known locally), that 
it was caused by an explosion and that twenty- 
two men and boys at work there were killed out- 
right. The exiposion was followed by a 
rush of water in immense vol- 
umes into the Sutton seam. The 
miners, men and boys in this seam, however, were 
all taken out alive. Working parties are now labor- 
ing zealously to stay 

THE FLOOD OF WATERS

The E x-Champion of the World Ar- 


rives in the City To-Day.

A Straightforward Statement of the

Edward Hanlan, ex‘champion oarsman of the 
world and one of the greatest living exponents of 
the science of rowing, arrived in the city this morn- 
ing from San Francisco and registered at the 
Southern Hotel, where he was welcomed by J. A.

LOVED THREE WOMEN. 


The Mysterious Murder of Mrs. Jon- 
nie 1 Cleared Up at Last. 


Charley Rose, the Husband; Nancy 
Frazier, His Cousin, and Clara Suggs, 
a Mistress, Implicated in the Ter- 
rible Tragedy—The Death of Naugy 
and 6uicide of Miss Suggs. *

ALAN. Ga., June 8.—The mysterious murder of 
pretty Jennie Rose, which baffled detectives’ skill, is 
explained at last. One year ago there lived in the 
eastern part of the city acareless young fellow 
named Charley Rose, with his wife Jennie, and his 
cousin Nancy Frazier. Rose was one of the yard 
masters of the Air Line Road, and, as such, was 
necessarily absent a great deal at night, It was to 
keep his wife company that he brought his cousin 
from Gwinnett. There was a blue-eyed girl named 
Clara Suggs living near, whom the wife suspected 
occupied a tender place in Charley's heart.

They were answered by a 
chorus of shauts, which seemed to come from a 
number of men out in the lake. The railway men 
continued to and the ‘answers gradually be- 
came fainter. ortly afterward a watchman 
heard the cries at the foot of Eighteenth street. 
He rushed dowa to the breakwater and called 
again and was answered by the voices of several 
men, The watchman thoug ht the men were drifting 
south. Heattempted to call the police through 
the patroi box, but was driven away by the sheets 
of ligntoing which leaped from the telephone instru- 
ment whenever he touched it. When the police, 
finaily, learned of men being out in the Lake, a 
wagon was sent to the foot of Lighteenth 
street.

The Young Wife Granted a Divorce 
by Default To-Day—A Dramatic Re- 
citalin Which a Revolver and Raw- 
hide Figure Prominently—The Hus- 
band Fails to Appear. 


MRS. FRED MERSMAN, 

The di vorce case of Emma A. Mersman against 
Frederick O. Mertman, was called for trial in Judge 
Dillon's court this morning. Both parties are well- 
known in social circles in St. Louis, and the divorce 
proceedings created a considerable stir at the time 
they were instituted. Mrs. Mersman is the daugh- 
ter of Mr. Henry Schaub, while the husband is a 
well-known young commission merchant of the 
city.
